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NORDICA 
Claimed By Death 


America’s Greatest Singer Suc- 
cumbs to Pneumonia, Con- 
tracted From Exposure 
Following aShipwreck 
in the Antipodes 


Mme. Lillian Nordica, the singer, and 
wife of George W. Young, a New York 
banker, died at Batavia, Java, May 10. 
She had made a brave struggle for 
days to live. Her death was caused 
by pneumonia, which she contracted 
when a steamer, on which she was a 
passenger, met with an accident. As 
a@ result she was exposed to the ele- 
ments for some time and this brought 
on a heavy cold. 

Mme. Nordica was one of the few 
American singers of world-wide fame. 
She was born at Farmington, Me., in 
May, 1859, and was taken to Boston 
in early childhood. Her name was 
Lillian Norton. 

In Boston she studied under John 
O'Neill, at the Conservatory ef Music. 
She sang in the choir of Grace Church, 
Boston. Her first concert appearance 
was in Bumstead Hall, Boston, in 1876, 
where she sang one of Leonora’s arias 
in Il Trovatore. 

Her operatic debut was made under 
the stage name of Nordica at Brescia, 
Italy, on April 30, 1879, as Violetta in 
LaTraviata. 

After a trip to St. Petersburg she 
appeared for trial before Ambrose 
Thomas and the impresario, Vancor- 
beil, who engaged her for the Grand 
Opera House in Paris. Her first ap- 
pearance there in 1882, as Marguerite 
in Faust, wasatriumph. She returned 
to America and toured this country 
with great success. In the succeeding 
years she appeared in opera or con- 
oert in almost every city of musical 
culture in the world. Her repertoire 
included more than fifty operas. Her 
success with Wagnerian roles became 
the pinnacle of her fame. At Bai- 
reuth, in 1894, she appeared as Elsa 
in Lohengrin, and she is, perhaps, best 
remembered in that part. 

Her matrimonial ventures numbered 
three. She was first married in 1882 
to Frederick A. Gower, a wealthy elec- 
trician and a native of her State of 
Maine, whom she met in Paris. Short- 
ly after she had begun separation pro- 
ceedings in 1894, Gower disappeared. 
He attempted a balloon trip across 
the English Channel. Although the 
balloon later was found, nothing was 
ever heard or seen of him. In 1896 
Mme. Nordica married Zolton Doeme, 
a Hungarian army officer and singer, 
from whom she secured a divorce in 


1905. Her third marriage was in Lon- 
don in 1909 to George W. Young, 
a wealthy New York banker. It was 


announced at that time that Nordica 
would retire from the stage, but after 
a honeymoon spent in Maine she de- 


cided upon a farewell concert tour of 
the world. It was while making one 
leg of this trip on the Dutch steamer 
Tasman that the vessel ran ashore on 
Thursday Island in the Antipodes. 
Her body undoubtedly will be 
brought directly to this country and 
be buried near the old homestead in 
Maine.

Paul Goudron, present booking manager of the 
Sullivan & Considime Circuit, and Frank Q. 


Linick & Schaefer Circuit. The rumor that 
Walter F. Keefe would undoubtedly be se- 
lected needs confirmation, and this is not forth- 
coming in the West. Denials of this have 
come in wholesale lots, but color is given this 
by a rumor coming in from Kansas City, to the 
effect that acts closing on the Sullivan & 
Considine road tour would be brought into the 
Mes Circuit house (Garden) in Kansas City 
end then sent en route over the entire hold- 
fag of the Miles Circuit. This is booked from 
the offices of Walter F. Keefe. After con- 
cluding the teur of the Miles houses, acts will 
be shipped on the Jones, Linick & Schaefer 


Circuit, and this brings in the name ef Fraak 
Q. Doyle, who books the latter circuit. 

It is commonly known hereabouts that po 
matter which of the three named booking 
agents are selected to manage the new Marcus 
Loew combination in Chicago, there would be 
BRumerous unsatisfactory conditions § arising. 
Firstly, each of the men named have been at 
the head of their own offices and none of them 
would be satisfied to have to be placed as a 
subordinate under one another. 

The report that Walter Keefe had been se- 
lected to head the new office here was given 
birth in New York City, and, although denials 
have been received, he is spoken of as the 
most likely candidate for the position. 

The headquarters of the new Marcus Loew 
Circuit will undoubtedly be located where the 
present headquarters of the Sullivan & Consi- 
dine Circuit now stands. It is known that a 
long lease has been signed for the seventh 
floor, and this binds the newcomers to the 
Strauss Building.

THEATRICAL MAKE-UP, 
(An article on Grease Paint, written especially 
for The Billlward by Fred G. Gretta, Ph. G., 
Chemist for the M. Stein Cosmetic Co.) 


Makeup—The manner in which an actor 
Prepares himself to assume a role, espe- 
cially the disguising of the face, also the 
materials used in the operation.—stand- 
ard Dictionary. 


The art of making up the features of mag- 


kind has been practiced for centuries. First 
the adronments were primitive aud were used 
primarily by savage tribes. Long ago the In- 
dians used different earth minerals, or even 


vegetable colors, and smeared tieir faces there- 


with, forming war paint aud othr barabarie 
decorations. Feithers of various birds were 
added, but facial adornments predominated. 


Today these same earth colors are being used 
in the grease painta which people of the stage 
use to beautify their faces or to accomplish the 


representation of various types and characters. 
As the art of entertainment advanced from 
the primitive stages of the ‘‘stro.ling players,’’ 


the actor devised means for manufacturing his 
own 


make-up, according to variously devised 
plans. 

They would go to the paint shop and buy 

cbalk, carmine or dry tints and rub these dry 


colors on their faces and blend 


them together 
as best they could. 


To imitate a stubble beard 
they burned brown paper and used the ashes 
on the chin and cheeks. ‘lo make wrinkies 
they would either use a burnt match or blacken 
a thick needle over a lamp and mike lines with 
the soot. Burnt amber was used to blacker 
up, and a solution of shellac, made with spirits 
of wine, as stickum for wool, which was put 
on the face and made to stick wherever it 
would, 

When gas light became universally used is 
the theaters the brighter light made a stronget 
make-up necessary, and the first our attention 
was attracted to make-up as an art was whea 
Carl Baudius, of the Leipziger Stadt Theater, 
a great character actor, wio not only acted his 
parts, but looked them, turough the application 
of carefully applied make-up, which greatly 
aided him in his work. In those early days the 
grease was mixed with colors and the actors 
were made up by their valets. Hair dressers 
then did a flourishing business with actors, by 
learning and practicing the art of make-up, im 
conjunction With their other work. 

As the science of lighting theaters has ad- 
vanced, stronger and stronger lights have made 
the use of grease paint esseutial to every actor, 


actress or person who faces an audience. The 
_ old and primitive methods would produce ae- 
tually hideous results in these latter days, 
_ Remarkable as it may seem, in the last 
fifteen years the business of grease paint manu- 
facturing has undergone as much change as is 
all the years preceding. In the modernizing 
and perfecting process of making grease paints, 
as uow used almost universally, the first thing 


to be dene was 
ingredients. 

In the olden days, when the actor wanted a 
color he went to the paint shop and took what- 


to eliminate al, objectionable 


ever was given him, not knowing whether it 
contained lead, antimony, mercury, copper or 
other dangerous matter. He took chances, of 
course, but at that time there was no other 
method to be employed or nothing else to be 
done. The manufacturer today must test each 


color received, and, no matter how 
if its ingredients are not pure, it can not be 
used. In putting a new shade on the market 
it sometimes takes months to get the proper 
articles. Hundreds of dollars are spent in the 
process of experimenting. And sometimes the 
projected new colors must be abandoned. and 
the work and labor of experiment is lost, to- 
gether with 


brilliant, 


the money involved. The best 
colors to use are earth colors. such as umber 
and sienna, as they are absolutely harmless, 
containing only earths and no dangerous or 


damaging minerals of any kind. 
colors, such as red, blue, green, purple. crim- 
son and yellow, are now being scientifically 
made in what are called ‘‘Lakes.’’ While these 
colors are expensive. they are neutral, being 
neither acid nor alkaline, and contain no min- 
eral matter whatsoever. These colors, brought 
to their proper shades by blending together, are 
then mixed with the finest white beeswax and 
oe oil, page imported, and then comes

Cleanliness must be rigidly adhered te: grit 
must be eliminated, and the blending must be 
thorough. First each color is put through a 
fine sieve, then turned into a mixer and mixed 
thoroughly to blend. Then the grease is added, 
and to be thoroughly convinced that no grit 
still exists, this entire mass is put through e 
grinding mill, and comes out a smooth, evenly- 
made uniform mixture. Next it is heated and 
moulded into shape and then put into tubes.

Grease paint, as it is now made, Is benefictar 
to the skin, being a lubricating, non-astringent 
ointment, thus contributing one of the reasons 
actresses have a healthy complexion. Less than 
fifteen years ago grease paint was only obtained 
in New York and Chicago, compelling the actor 
to stock up before going oa the road. Today, 
through improved business methods, Stein's 
paint can be procured in aay hamlet in the 
United States.

Leaving a Multitude of Creditors 
Holding the Bag 


Chieago, May 11.—Jehn H. Garrett, known in 
the amusement field as the promoter of the de- 
funct Rice Bros.’ Colossal Railread Shows, is 
missing from his usua] haunts in this city and 
Chicago capitalists are reported stung for a 
quarter of a million dollars, 

Garrett was the promoter of a number of 
large schemes, many of them said to have bees 
on the get-rich-quick order. Of chief interest 
to the amusement world, however, are his 
activities in regard to the Rice Bros.’ Colossal 
Railroad Shows. The circus went into bankruptcy 
in Chicago on October 2, 1913, leaving on the 
bands of the Central Trust Co. an elephant and 
Several smal] animals. Garrett's partner = the 
circus business was Arthur Bowers. 

Following the bankruptcy proceedings Gar- 
rett purchased back the show through another 
party, taking this method of procedure, !t is 
said, to evade his creditors who have obtained 
judgments against him, numbering nearly one 
hundred. Garrett was known as ‘‘judgment 
proof,’’ the sheriffs never being able to find any 
property when sent to make a levy. 

A number of Garrett's ventures have turned 
out badly during the past year or two. The 
Rice Bros.’ Colossal Shows are reported te have 
caused him a loss of $75,000. 

Garrett first came to Chicago in 1901. His 
activities previous to this date are unknown. 
His operations of late years have centered im 
Chicago, and his promotions included, in addi- 
tion to the Rice Bros.’ Shows, the following 
companies: Montana-Milwaukee Farms Co., 
Mussel] Shel] Valley Land and Live Stock Co., 
Elmore County Irrigated Lands Co., Jennings 
Rea] Estate Loan and Trust Co., Great Western 
Beet Sugar Co., and Meager County Land Co. 

Chicago financiers are reported to have been 
rather chary of any of Garrett's schemes and 
his financial condition for some time. he blow- 
off came through one of the local banks wiring 
to Pittsburg an inquiry regarding the authen- 
ticity of the signature of a conspicuous Pitts- 
burg financier to one of Garrett's financial docu- 
ments. Prompt repudistion came from. the 
Pittsburg end, it is reported, and Garrett's Chi- 
cago career came to an end. 

John H. Garrett is a man of striking person- 
ality and a fluent and convincing talker. He is 
about 46 years old and weighs about 275 pounds. 

It is not known at the present writing 
whether or not any steps will be made by his 
creditors to locate him. althongh several of 
them have engaged detectives, who have made 
searches of his former office, in the Harris 
Trust and Savings Bank Building, for docu- 
ments and papers.

Files Suit For Divorce 


No Scandal—He and His Good 
Wife Simply Agree to 
Disagree 


Baraboo, Wis., May 8.—Albert Ringling, aged 
65, eldest of Ringling Brothers, the world’s 
greatest circus proprietors, and a resident of 
this city for thirty-five years, bas filed suit 
for divorce, 

Mr. and Mrs. Ringling have been married 
forty years, 

They have no children, but lived an ideally 
happy life, up to atout a year ago, when Alf T. 
Ringling was, on a technical charge of non- 
support, divorced. Mrs, Alf. T. Ringling re- 
ceived a very generous cash settlement after 
her husband had arranged not to fight the case 
—nearly $1,000,000, it was said—but be that 
as it may, it was ample and all she asked. 

The papers in this Abert Ringling case are 
sealed, and no grounds on which the suit is 
based are known. 

Various rumors are flying about, but the one 
most generally credited is that which has it 
that differences first arose over Alf. T. Ring- 
ling’s marital troubles, 

There has always existed between the Ring- 
ling Brothers a strong bond of affection. 

They might differ among themselves, but they 
always stuck together and stuck up for one 
another. 

It was brotherly regard, moveover, and not 
business interests that cemented them, for when 
A. G. Ringling, a brother, who was not a mem- 
ber of the firm, but merely an employee, died 
some two years since, his family was provided 
fer most wmunificently. 

A was much younger than Albert, and 
being of a winning disposition, a great favorite 
of his elder brother. It is presumed that the 
latter resented criticism aimed at him, and then 
when it was persisted in, the brotherly bond 
proved stronger than the marriage tie. 

Albert Ringling is one of the finest men alive. 
As men go, he averages away up. He was 
always exceptionally clean, uniformly kind and 
carefully considerate. His tastes are as simple 
as his fortune is huge. 

He will have the sympathy and moral support 
of every man that knows him, 

The consensus of opinion here is that Mrs. 
Ringling is a good woman and a faithful wife, 
who has been very, very badly advised. 


AN OLD TROOPER PASSES AWAY. 


George Cochran, formerly adjuster of the 
Ringling Bros.’ Shows, and also in the past 
connected with the Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows, 
died at Independence, Kan., May 6, of blood 
poisoning.

At the time of his death Mr. Cochran was 
proprietor of the Santa Fe Hotel, at Indepen- 
dence, Kan., and always bad a smile and the 
latch string out for the trooper, regardless of 
bis financial condition.

fane and abusive language to a lady, who was 
an officer of the Humane Society, and had 
threatened to arrest one of the men for beating 
his horse with a shovel. The other teamster,

that horse again.’’ The driver replied: “If 1} 
do, what will you do about it?’ Sport’s an- 
swer was, “If you hit that horse again I'll 


bit you.”” He had no more than said this than 
the driver gave the horse a good wallop with 
the spade alongside his ribs. Sport walked 
towards him. As he did, the driver raised the 
spade, and the other driver hollered, *‘Give him 
the same as you gave the horse.’’ Sport made 
sort of a feint at the driver, who struck at 
him with the spade. Sport dodged the blow 
and the next moment uppercut him, and th 
fellow went sprawling into the curbstone. ‘This 
80 aggravated the other big burly on the wagon 
that he jumped off and came to his partner's 
rescue. In the twinkling of an eye Sport had 
bim spread out alongside his insulting partner. 
By this time the police arrived. The lady ex- 
plained to the pélice what the two men had 
done and how gallantly Sport had come to the 
rescue. I had a particular desire to get ac- 
quainted with him, so, overtaking him on the 
sidewalk, introduced myself and found out that 
he was also a showman, 

This is only one of the many incidents of 
a similar character that I have known Sport 
to be mixed up in. While be was in the 
billposting business his slogan was well known 
among his opponents in opposition. It was: 

‘You leave my paper alone and I'l] leave your 
face alone.’’ It soon became known that if 
they didn’t leave Sport’s paper alone their faces 
would become discolored. 

I might go on and explain hundreds of such 
incidents in which good old Sport bas come 
to the rescue of those who were less physicallr 
able to take care of themselves; suffice to s4y 
that, while he is fearless, unassuming, a scien- 
tifie boxer, a thorough sportsman in every sens 
of the word, be has a heart as big as an ox 
and any little child or needy person can work 
on his sympathy to the extent that he imme- 
diately goes way down in his jeans if necessary, 
and I have also seen him assist drunken peo 
ple who were physically incapable of protect 
ing themselves, but I have never seen him back 
water from any so-called bully. 

I will now attempt to give you a biographica) 
sketch of his long, eventful career, 

’. J, Hermann was born Sept. 
Chicago, Ill. He attended 
Milwaukee, Wis., up until the fifth grade and 
finished his schooling in the little log school 
house at Sag Bay, which was open in the 
winter only, as everybody—the heads of the 
family and children—all worked in the summer. 
Hermann'’s summers were spent on Poverty Isl- 
and in Green Bay, where his father was keeper 
for many years, and where he acquired his first 
knowledge of handling a boat, in which he is 
considered today without a peer. 

Mr. Hermann’s first adventure 
business was

public schools at 


in the show 
on the advertising staff of the 


Ola People’s Theater, in Chicago, as a lithog- 
rapher for Joe Bailess; that was long before 
the World's Columbian Exposition. Afterwards 


he sold peanuts and apples for Blind Jack at 
the Old Park Theater. He then became a pro 
tege of Kerry Meagher at the Alhambra, then 
put in a season at the Schiller with George 
Irish. The World’s Fair season found him a:l- 
vertising agent at the Grotto on the lake front, 
after which he put in a season at the Hay- 
market with Kerry Meagher. In 1894 he jour- 
neyed to New York and connected with the 
advertising staff of Buffalo Bill Wild West, 
with which he spent four summers. The winter 
of 1894-95 found him on the advertising staff 
of the Grand Opera House at Pittsburg for 
Harry Davis. In ‘96 he became identified with 
the Jacob Litt forces as second man for Sandy 
Dingwall, with whom he toured the Pacific 
Coast, piloting The War of the Wealth. He 
continued in Mr. Litt’s company as advertising 
agent of Old Kentucky, The Last Stroke, For 
Her Sake, The Showman’s Daughter, etc., also 
as advertising agent of the Grand Opera House. 
St. Paul, and then in the same capacity at 
McVicker’s Theater, Chicago, where he had one 
long battle royal for several seasons, and came 
out on top of the heap with the reputation of 
being the best advertising agent in America. 
In November, 1903, he severed connections with 
Jacob Litt and bought an interest in the Ameri- 
can Posting Service, where he soon became 
manager of the concern. In 1907 he sold his 
interest in the American, and, forming a part- 
nership with H. H. Frazee, organized the Cort 
Theater Company of Chicago, secured a 149-year 
lease on the site of the present Cort Theater 
and financed and built the house, of which he 
is now manager and a heavy stockholder. 

Mr. Hermann has been a member of the 
Masonic Fraternity since 1900. He is ao 
Commander of Apollo Commandery No. 1, K. 
Past Sovereign Prince of the Chicago Ae, 
Princes of Jerusalem, and Thirty-third Degree 
Mason. 

When not engaged in running the Cort Thea- 
ter, Mr. Hermann’s time is spent yachting, 
fishing, hunting, ice-boating or taking a jaunt 
over Chicago's tall buildings in an aeroplane, 
depending upon the season of the year. As & 
yachtman he has the winning of many races 
of international importance to his credit. 

Mr. Hermann’s friends are numbered by al- 
most the entire population of Chicago. He be 
longs to many society org#nizations, is a warm 
and personal friend of Nelson Lambert, Vice 
President of the Fort Dearborn Rank; his hand 
is always in his pocket when needed, his check 
book, if it could be reviewed, would show many 
charitable donations. While he is bold and 
fearless, his heart is as tender as a chicken. 
He has a rare personality that bas end ared 
him to his host of friends. The great success 
of the Cort Theater can be traced directly to 
his generalship and good mansgement, and he 
has an enviable reputation and is the kind of 
a fellow that every one likes to tie too. So 
mote it be.

WEBB'S TALKING PICTURES. 


New York, May 5.—Before passing to an 
opinion of Webb's Electrical Pictures let it be 
recorded that this writer believes that the 
reason why the Fulton Theatre is the most 
monumental “‘flivver’’ among the New York 
theaters can be located in the fact that torture 
racks are screwed to the floor of the orchestra 
pit and passed off as ‘‘chairs’’ for spectators to 
occupy. Any person who would be idiot enough 
to go a second time to the Fulton Theater and 
sit in one of these contrivances should have his 
or her head examined. And let it be further 
recorded that the positive discomfort suffered 
by this observer for nearly two hours last even- 
ing may unwittingly have accentuated the im- 
pression of tediousness which the ‘Faust’ pro- 
duction Inspired during the last agonizing hour 
of the Webb electrical display. The films were 
assembled into three distinct programs—vaude- 
ville, minstrelsy and grand opera. The special- 
ties were a banjo, xylophone and vocal solo 
and a bit of monologue by Nat W. Wills. The 
minstrel] show was produced by Carroll Johnson 
and this section may be set down as a distinct 
success and a credit to ine veteran minstrel. 
After intermission scenes from ‘‘Faust’’ were 
pictured and sung. The spectators filled about 
half the orchestra and they were liberal in ap- 
plause and seemed to thoroughly appreciate the 
section of the entertainment that came before 
intermission. But ‘‘Faust’’ ran too long and its 
menifold scenes and solos became tiresome; so 
much so that many of the spectators wno had 
been observed to applaud most vigorously dur- 
ing the early stages, filed out and took thelr 
‘‘noise makers’’ with them. Thus it was that 
the declining moments of the ‘‘opera’’ dragged 
drearily to an inglorious ending. George R. 
Webb bas a great idea. The possibilities of 
carrying to remote cities and towns the life- 
photos of celebrities together with phonographic 
records of their voices opens great possibilities, 
both for manager and public. But the program 
should follow out the principles of the first half 
of the Fulton Theater entertainment—short and 
effective specialties that will entertain without 
becoming tiresome. It will be possible to pro- 
vide an entertainment of great merit if the 
subjects are properly selected. The method of 
projecting sound by the use of six “‘phonograph 
horns’ distributed around the edges of the 
screen worked fairly well. But it was observed 
that the volume of voice never increased or 
decrvused—it was always, practically, the same 
when one, two, three or a dozen people were 
supposed to be singing. Furthermore, the 
“rasping” sound of the phonograph hae not been 
eliminated—the “blur’’ and ‘‘scrape” is one of 
the greatest misfirtunes (outside of the Fulton 
torture racks) that the observer, or listener, en- 
countered.—WALTHILL.

Shorn of Power 


Chicege Judge Hands Fim Con- 
sor a Knockout Blow 


Chicago, IL, May 6.—Magda, or A Modern 
Madame X, is a moral motion picture, said 
Judge Richard S. Tuthill, of the Circuit Court, 
last week, and with this decision handed down 
by Judge Tuthill off goes the head of Major 
Funkhouser, head of the motion picture censor- 
ship in Chicago. 

Judge Tuthill granted the Clingen Curtain 
System the writ of mandamus filed last week, 
when Major Funkhouser ruled that the film was 
fmmoral and indecent, and would not allow it 
te be shown in the city of Chicago. 

In reversing the decision of the censor head 
Judge Tuthill declined to define the powers of 
Major Funkhouser as a film censor. He granted 
the city an appeal in the Appellate Court, with 
thirty days in which to file a bill of exceptions 
in the higher court. 

With the permit to show the film to Chicago 
audiences comes another point that may stop 
the Clingen Curtain System from producing the 
film. Adolph Marks, legal representative of 
Henry W. Savage, the Bastern dramatic pro- 
ducer, will endeavor to have the city enjoin 
the Clingen Curtain System from displaying the 
photoplay here, claiming that the film is a 
steal from the manuscript from Savage's 
Madame X, but with a few words added to 
the origina} title. ‘Well, you tried to stop 
them from showing in New York City; didn’t 
you, Mr. Marks?" he was asked by The Bill- 
board reporter. ‘Yes; we tried and we did 
Stop them, and we are going to do the same in 
Qhicago.”’ 

During its fight against the censor board 
legal representatives for the Clingen Curtain 
System made a determined, bat unsuccessful, 
effort to have Judge Tuthill rule as to the 
power and legal standing of the film censorship. 
It was said that the police would not interfere 
with the showing of the film now that Judge 
Tuthill has decided that it is a proper photoplay 
for exhibition. 


CAPT. KLEINSCHMIDT TO MEXICO, 


New York, May 9.—For many days Captain 
¥. E. Kleinschmidt, whose well-known Arctie 
Hunt Pictures have been creating much favor- 
able comment, was compelled to satisfy his 
love for adventure to such minor pleasures as 
dodging automobiles at Times Square, riding in 
the subway and selling State rights on his 
pictures. 

However, ever since things began to get 
especially peisy below the hio Grande, the Cap- 
tain has become restless, and he finally just 
could not hankering to go down 
there in search of a little excitement. He has, 
accordingly, of his interests in the 
Arctic Film Company and is now making final 
preparations to leave in a day or two. 

As in previous cases, the Captain will arm 
himself with the camera instead of the rifle.

Co., beginning Monday, June 1, will institute 
additions and changes in brands with the definite 
Purpose of strengthening and improving its 
Weekly program. 

The Monday Powers brand will be replaced 
by a Sterling comedy, featuring children prin- 
cipally. Ford Sterling will net be featured in 
this release, but will have his place in the re- 
lease of Thursday. The Monday ‘Sterling’ 
brand comedy will feature a company of children 
players, at the head of which wil] be Billy 
Jacobs, a youngster of 20 months, trained by 
Ford Sterling and formerly with Keystone.

Ardine Stark, as little Crystal, is 
one of the best child artists as yet seen by the 
writer. Her characterization is wonderful, and 
the work of another little tot, Baby Gorman, 
is especially praiseworthy. Master Moore, as 
little Ned, also shows ability. 

The general tinting and development of the 
print, which was shown at the private exhit- 
tion, seemed to explain the poor showing of this 
picture, and it is readily evident that special 
attention to this end would make this subject 
one of beauty to the eye, as well as the heart. 
The staging of the wreck could have been more 
effectively shown if the vessel was portrayed 
immediately, before the spectacular scenes were 
presented. A few other flaws are of such a 
trivial nature that they are not worth the 
mention. On the whole and as a feature photo- 
play this production should win much success.

Regardiess of what success the original play 
may have had, the future for the photeplay ver- 
sion presented by the Jesse L. Lasky Feature 
Play Co., in which Edmund Breese reappears 
as The Master Mind, looks particularly bright, 
mot only because of the fact that the dramatic 
eter appears to good advantage in the screen 
presentation, but also because of the masterful 
production, finished acting and uausual quality 
ef the subject itself.

Every morning the heads of the various 
departments assemble in conference, aud once a 
week the entire force devotes a half hour to an 
efficiency talk, given by one of the officials. 

The Industrial Moving Picture Company was 
launched four years ago by Carl Laemmle, R. 
HB. Cochrane and Watterson R. Rothacker. Six 
months age Mr. Laemmile, because of the fact 
that his duties as president of the Universal 
Film Manufacturing Company required his en- 
tire attention, disposed of his stockholdings to 
Mr. Rothacker, who then succeeded Mr. 
Laemmile as president of the Industrial Moving 
Picture Company. 

This company has the signal nonor of being 
the first company ever organized to specialize 
ia moving pictures adapted for industrial ex- 
Ploitation, commercial education and general 
advertising.

CENSORSHIP BILL HEARING. 


Washington, May 6.—The hearing of the first 
arguments in opposition to nation#l censorship of 
moving pictures, as proposed in the Smith 
Hughes National Censorship bill, began yester 
day before the House Committee on Education 
This was the first time that the opposition had 
been given a bearing. All previous herrings 
have been granted to the Internation»! Reform 
Bureau and advocates of national censorsl!p. 

Rev.. Dr. William Carter, of New York. a 
member of the Nationa] Board of Censorship, and 
W. Stephen Bush, of New York, who are op 
posed to the Federal censorship, were heard yes 
terday. Mr. Bush thought that public opinion 
ought to be the censor, and that the proposed 
Smith-Hughes law would be unjustifiable, un 
American and an improper interference with 
freedom of speech. 

Dr. Carter declared the National 
Censorship, now in existence, was an effective 
method of censorship. He said the board now 
passes on 98 per cent of all motion pictures 
manufactured or imported into the United 
States. Another meeting will be held by the 
Committee on Education on Friday, May 15, to 
further consider the National Censorship bill.

(Whea Ricketts’ Circus Played at Hactford, 
Conn., 1795.)

With the circus season just opening, this 
copy of an an old circus bill of Ricketts’ Eques- 
trian Circus, when it played the writer's bome 
town, Hartford, Conn., on August 18, 21, 24, 
1795, is an interesting relic of what 
fered to the circus patrons of nearly 125 years 
ago. Since that time many changes have come 
in the eircus game, as in all other forms of 
amusement. In looking over the files of The 
Hartford Courant of 17% 1 could find go write 
up about this show. The old bill was printed 
with the oki-fashioned type of that decade, and 
was a work of art as well.
